THE DEPARTMENT BOOKSTORE. 

One of the salient and noteworthy features 
of the resolutions adopted by the recent con¬ 
vention of the American Booksellers’ Asso¬ 
ciation was the cordial recognition and wel¬ 
come of the book department of the depart¬ 
ment store as an integral part of the book¬ 
selling trade. The department store has so 
often been alluded to as one of the evils con¬ 
nected with the present situation of the book- 
trade, that its relations have been much mis¬ 
understood both within and without the trade. 
There were many booksellers who took 
strong exception to the entrance of the de¬ 
partment store into the field of bookselling 
under any circumstances; there were others 
who recognized that this was a normal 
movement, and therefore criticised only the 
use by the department store of under¬ 
selling methods and unjustifiable advertis¬ 
ing. The Publishers’ Weekly has always 
endeavored to make clear the position which 
it has steadfastly taken in behalf of the 
booktrade—that there was no reason why 
the department store should not be an ac¬ 
cepted part of the booktrade, provided it con¬ 


formed reasonably with necessary booktrade 
methods. This position the resolutions of 
the recent Convention fully uphold. 

It is true that many of the department 
stores entered the book field for advertising 
purposes chiefly, and that some are still in the 
field for that reason. Books are made a “lead¬ 
er” to attract customers for other departments 
and the price quotations advertised are not 
always correct in fact or made in good faith. 
But even in the early days several of the de¬ 
partment stores were building-up book de¬ 
partments of excellent quality and on good 
business methods. Sooner or later it be¬ 
came evident to nearly all department store 
managers that books could not be sold on the 
same basis as most other goods, and that the 
margin of expense, especially in view of the 
books that did not sell, was much larger than 
that in most departments, even though there 
was every endeavor to confine the stock to 
“big sellers” and like attractions. 

The bookstore which undertook to carry a 
well-selected and adequate general stock of 
books was, of course, at some disadvantage 
in face of a department store book depart¬ 
ment conducted on the basis of an advertis¬ 
ing agency for the other departments of the 
store. Competition seemed to demand either 
that the department store should carry a more 
general line of books, or that the bookstore 
proper should give itself over to “big sellers.” 
But presently it was found that the profit on 
“big sellers” was not what it was thought to be 
—that shelves were found loaded with large 
quantities of such books when the boom 
dropped. Under all these circumstances the 
department store and the distinctive book¬ 
store have approached nearer each other in 
stock and in method; and today some of the 
best and most successful bookstores are de¬ 
partments of the department stores. 

It is to the credit of many of the depart¬ 
ment store managers that they soon became 
converted to the necessity of trading in books 
according to booktrade methods, and were 
not unwilling to enter into relation with the 
booktrade associations on an even basis 
with other book dealers. After their ex¬ 
perience with underselling and illegitimate 
methods it is likely that the competition from 
this source will be, on the whole, fair and 
reasonable, and it is in the spirit of this ex¬ 
pectation that the American Booksellers’ As¬ 
sociation has specifically invited those de¬ 
partment stores which are not represented to 
become participants in its association.

METHOD IN BUYING BOOKS AND 
HANDLING SPECIAL ORDERS.* 

By Albert C. Walker, of Scrantom, Wet- 
more & Co. 

Read at the Convention of the American Book¬ 
sellers’ Association, May 11, 1909. 

In compliance with the request of your 
committee for some contribution to the ad¬ 
dresses of this occasion, touching upon the 
subjects of “Book Stock Ordering” and “The 
Handling of Special Orders,” T respond by 
giving brief summaries of the methods that 
obtain in these two departments of the firm 
which I represent. In the former, it is need¬ 
less to dilate upon at length, or perhaps to 
emphasize the wisdom of knowing what not 
to buy. 

The firm of which I am a member is one 
of the older concerns of the country, and its 
business ranks among those that may be 
classed as large retailers of books. But I 
trust that a brief outline of our systems may 
not be without interest to the younger con¬ 
cerns and those in smaller communities. 

The subject of buying is a large one to 
treat in a small address, and I shall only en¬ 
deavor to touch lightly on a few points. 
First, as to quantities in buying, I would em¬ 
phasize the advantage of small quantities and 
the greater assortment of titles and lines, 
even at the expense of lesser discount, if 
such must be. And this, I maintain, applies 
with as much force to the larger retailer as 
to the smaller. 

From a vast output of fiction placed before 
the buyer nowadays, we make it a rule to 
first sample the book through an advance 
copy, to be read by salespeople and others, 
or by the purchase of a copy or two only. An 
•exception, of course, can be made in the case 
•of an author whose name will insure a sale 
up to a certain point. Many a title, we deal¬ 
ers all know, can be well omitted entirely 
from even the sampling. 

In testing the merits of fiction from a sell¬ 
ing standpoint, we find the verdict given by 
the patrons of our circulating library one 
'good indication of probable selling qualities.

Cary at the end of his paper (page 1667), third 
line from the top of the second column, to say 
that “the conclusion is too obnoxious for discus¬ 
sion,” instead of obvious. We offer our apologies 
to both these gentlemen who, much to our relief, 
have taken their injuries with the best possible grace' 
—Ed. P. W.] 


The matter of discounts is too well in hand 
and too much under discussion otherwise to 
dwell on here, other than to suggest that a 
healthy discount should be no inducement to 
buy a puny book. The enterprising book¬ 
seller desirous of keeping his stock up to 
date and reasonably complete need not feel 
too dependable upon the necessity of buying 
where the discount offered is not sufficient to 
pay the average cost of handling and a little 
more. We cannot carry everything in the 
multiplicity of books published now, and the 
bookseller is justified in discriminating rea¬ 
sonably in favor of books that will pay a 
living profit. 

We have found, in these latter days of many 
books, that it is an exceptionally strong and 
well-known book that creates a necessity for 
carrying in sight; so too in the carrying of 
books of fiction, the demand for which is 
created by immoral and suggestive qualities 
contained. And in all these considerations 
the dealer can afford to be independent in 
his buying. 

The classification of the book stock, as fic¬ 
tion, juvenile, scientific books, history, biog¬ 
raphies, etc., etc., merits, and should receive, 
great consideration on the part of the dealer. 
And no less importance should be attached 
to the classification of the clerks in charge, 
thus enabling them to be useful advisers in 
buying and re-ordering, and, moreover, add¬ 
ing greatly to their intelligent knowledge of 
their stock in dealing with their customers. 

The use of stock slips in each title are of 
great benefit, giving the title, quantity and 
date of purchase, with publisher and cost. 
When the last copy of a title is sold, this 
slip, handed to the order desk, gives full in¬ 
formation as to desirability of re-ordering or 
not. Different methods and differing con¬ 
tracts with various publishers will prevail 
where booksellers buy from the publishers 
direct. But we find it of great benefit to 
have careful records, in detail, of the an¬ 
nual business with each house through or¬ 
ders to agents and orders by mail. Such a 
record of purchase and re-order is more de¬ 
pendable than the optimistic recollections of 
most commercial representatives, and forms 
a useful basis from which to gauge later pur¬ 
chases from season to season. 

In connection with this mention of com¬ 
mercial representatives, let me say here 
that, in a long business life I have found in 
general that those representing the book pub¬ 
lishing trade are men of fine character as a 
rule, and that it pays to deal with them, and 
that they can be of benefit to the dealer in 
many ways. 

The matter of special book orders is one of 
great importance to the retail book dealer, as 
what he does in that line involves no carrying 
of stock, and if covered by prepayment or de¬ 
posit. when dealing with strangers, involves 
no risk. Good service in this line is appre¬ 
ciated by the customer and makes friends. 
Some of the best work that a dealer does is 
along this line, and, although our friends, 
the publishers, are often apt to consider these 
special mail orders as “small potatoes,” and 
as something that just blows in without ef- 
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fort on anybody’s part, we dealers know that 
it takes the best kind of salesmanship, backed 
by intelligent use of bibliographies and cata¬ 
logues, to secure them. 

After trying various systems of keeping 
track of special orders, we have adopted the 
use of a book of printed forms, giving neces¬ 
sary details triplicated through carbon copies. 
A tissue copy is kept in the book covers 
by the salesman, one copy is kept at the 
order desk, and the other goes into a card 
index case in the receiving room. As re¬ 
ports of delays, out-of-prints, etc., come 
in they are noted on the desk copy and 
also in a loose leaf book arranged by pub¬ 
lishers’ names. Reports on books advertised 
for, imports, etc., are all promptly recorded, 
and each week the orders are carefully gone 
through to sec if book or report on same has 
come to hand. Back orders, continuations 
from libraries and others form a separate 
class, and a card index system arranged by 
author, title and customer is necessary to be 
effective. 

I have selected only a few features of the 
buying, and special order interests, and real¬ 
ize that each locality and business has indi¬ 
vidual characteristics and demands, which 
must be treated and arranged as thoughtful 
judgment may suggest. 


THE FIXED PRICE AND THE DIS¬ 
COUNT 'QUESTION. 

By Luther H. Cary, Pilgrim Press , Boston. 

In the discussion of the fixed price and 
discount question at the Convention of the 
American Booksellers’ Association last week, 
in which the example of a certain book was 
brought before the convention, I am glad 
The Publishers’ Weekly has noted editor¬ 
ially that it was clearly shown that a maj ority 
of the booksellers were in favor of a fixed 
price. Some facts brought out in the dis¬ 
cussion should not, however, be overlooked. 

The object of the booksellers in asking for 
a fixed price was to obtain a larger margin 
of profit for themselves, not for the pub¬ 
lisher. If this can be secured in any other 
way they will be perfectly satisfied. They 
have not asked, however, for exorbitant 
profits, but merely for a living profit. This 
it has been shown they obtained from the 
other book by the same author as the one un¬ 
der discussion, and if they can obtain a mar¬ 
gin of 33 j A per cent, on which to conduct 
their business they do not believe it to be a 
wise policy to force the public to pay a fur¬ 
ther advance in order that the publisher may 
add further to his profit, using as the excuse 
for doing so a perfectly legitimate demand 
on the part of the ‘ bookseller for a living 
wage. - There are limits which even publishers 
must-'keep within. There is such a thing as 
a psychological price above which it is not 
safe to venture. Personally, I do nor think 
any ordinary novel can expect to live at a 
price beyond $1.50 net or be a howling suc¬ 
cess above $1.20 net, no matter what its length. 
The day for the two volume novel is over— 
the people do not want it. There is no reason, 


however, why the froth of dime novel stamps 
padded and leaded until it makes a book of 
two or three hundred pages, should be issued 
at the same price as a high class work of 
fiction such as “Richard Carvel,” ‘ for ex¬ 
ample. The issuance of a work of fiction at 
the price at which this author’s books are 
listed, $1.75, is unusual in itself; making of 
such a book a test by issuing it at $1.75 net,, 
leads one to think that the publishers do not 
want to co-operate, but are seeking to throw 
a sop by offering a net book of fiction so un¬ 
attractive in price that it could not be swal¬ 
lowed whole. 

There can be, of course, no amelioration of 
the present conditions unless there is mutual 
co-operation and sacrifice, too, on the part of 
both publisher and bookseller, guilty alike in 
educating the public to demand false stand¬ 
ards of value when buying books by pretend¬ 
ing for instance that a $1.50 novel was ever 
meant to sell for its marked price, and the 
object of having a fixed price is to establish 
again a fair standard of value. Who but the 
publisher has given away the secret costs of 
making books by allowing all the best sellers 
to be reproduced almost immediately after a 
successful sale, many times in better form 
than they were originally issued, and then- 
sold to the public at one-third the original 
advertised price. Even then the enterprising 
men who have handled these reprints have 
given a better margin of profit to the book¬ 
seller than has been possible to obtain on 
the original book. 

Is it a wonder that the bookseller hesitates to 
place a large order for a new book at an un¬ 
usual price which he is not even privileged to 
read in advance when the conditions are as 
they are in the trade and he is struggling 
with might and main to keep his head above 
water? That he fears the hesitation of the 
public, who, through inadequate protection to 
the bookseller in the past, have been able 
through the pirates of the trade to get this 
class of books below cost? If you will go- 
back again and remember that the hurdles 
have been raised gradually from a 79 c. basis 
to 88 c., then to 98 c., then to $1.08, should 
booksellers be chided and the movement of 
attempting to obtain a fair margin of profit 
declared a failure because without adequate 
explanation, without any co-operation, with¬ 
out even the assurance of the publishers that 
they intended to back up their proposition,, 
the courage of the bookseller in a few New 
England cities was not equal to trying this 
last jump, not for his own benefit . but for that 
of the publishers? If courage of this sort is 
to be expected from the bookseller, naturally 
apprehensive of the natty salesman who con¬ 
siders every book the best the author ever 
wrote and always good for 250 copies, what 
shall we say of the fast and loose play of the 
publishers who not only do not have the 
courage of their convictions, but have no con- ; 
victions? 

It was pointed out that the publisher 
counted on giving a discount of 40 and id 
per cent from the long price, and the former 
book of the author under discussion listed at 
$1.75 was usually sold at $1.40, and that the- 
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bookseller zoos satisfied with the profit thus 
obtained. Why then should he prefer to have 
the price boosted to $1.60 or $1.75 net and 
the margin of profit unchanged? Booksellers 
want only a fair margin on which to do busi¬ 
ness, and are willing to submit to the pub¬ 
lishers or to the public whether 333/3 per cent, 
gross profit on a business costing actually 
26 to 28 per cent, to conduct is unfair or un¬ 
reasonable. If publishers do generally as 
was stated, give on $1.50 list fiction a discount 
of 2/5 and 10, this needed booksellers’ mar¬ 
gin could be secured by making the net price 
$1.20 or $1.25. At even $1.18, if the “catch 
penny idea” of the department store is the 
controlling factor, the margin is nearly right. 
To make a fair proposition for all concerned 
I would like to see the publishers of the book 
in question make the fixed price of $1.50 with 
a discount of 333^ per cent. Assuming that 
the publishers were entirely ingenuous in 
stating the discount that they allow the trade, 
this would not only prove a reasonably fair 
test of the question at issue, but actually in¬ 
crease the net amount the publishers them¬ 
selves would receive for the book. Discre¬ 
tion may be the better part of valor, but hav¬ 
ing once thrown out a skirmish line neither 
publisher nor bookseller should retire before 
even a shot is fired. If the book is worth 
it I believe all booksellers will get behind the 
proposition, though it must be remembered 
that we are engaged in a campaign of educa¬ 
tion, and “one swallow does not make a sum¬ 
mer,” nor a mere incident prove or disprove 
a case without ample corroboration. 

As to the book of another publisher, con¬ 
cerning which there is complaint that the 
dealers are not re-ordering in liberal enough 
quantities to suit, the denominational and re¬ 
ligious bookstores, (nearly one hundred 
strong,) consider that it is not of a character 
to recommend to their constituency, even to 
advance the fixed price idea. 


POOR’S BOOKS BRING $135,000. 

The sale of the library of Mrs. Constance 
E. Poor, which was concluded at Anderson’s 
on May 14, realized a total of $4900. This 
makes a grand total for the library of Henry 
W. Poor and Mrs. Poor of $135,000 in round 
figures. 

Besides the lot of Thomas Carlyle letters, 
which sold for $240, the following interesting 
and rare items were disposed of: A Latin 
Bible, published at Nuremberg in 1491, $21; 
manuscript in the autograph of Sir Edward 
Walker of his “Historical Discoveries,” Lon¬ 
don, 1644-55, $46; third collected folio edi¬ 
tion of the works of Geoffrey Chaucer, $90; 
a fine set of William Curtis’s Botanical Mag¬ 
azine, $300. a copy of the Elzevir Cicero, 
1642, described by De Bure as “remarkable 
for the beauty of the paper and'the brilliancy 
of the type,” $20: original autograph deed 
given by the principal chiefs of the Potta- 
watomies. conveying certain lands on the 
Raisin River to Pierre Lessier, May 21, 1786, 
written in Erench, each of the nine chiefs’ 
signatures being accompanied by the respec¬ 


tive token mark, such as deer, fish, tortoise, 
etc., $75; “Works of the Most High and 
Mighty Prince James, by the Grace of God 
King of Great Britain,” published by James 
Montague, Bishop of Winfon, in 1616, $21; 
David Zeisberger’s “Essay of a Delaware In¬ 
dian and English Spelling Book,” i2mo, 
Philadelphia, 1776, $41; Gervaise Markham’s 
“Cheape and Good Husbandry for the Well 
Ordering of All Beasts and Fowles,” etc., 
$39; rare original edition of Moliere’s com¬ 
edy, “L’Ecole des Femmes,” Paris, 1663, $26; 
Paxton’s Magazine of Botany and Register 
of Flowering Plants, $110; Captain Rogers 
Wordes’s “Cruising Voyage Round the 
World,” 8vo, 1712, giving an account of the 
rescue of Alexander Selkirk from the island 
where he had lived alone four years and four 
months, on whose adventure Daniel De Foe 
founded his famous story of “Robinson 
Crusoe,” $21; “Epistles Domestic, Confiden¬ 
tial, and Official from General Washington, 
Written About the Commencement of the 
American Contest,” etc., 8vo, 1796, containing 
a rare portrait of Washington by Rollinson, 
after Savage, $20; and C. S. Sargent’s “Silva 
of North America,” with over 700 plates, dis¬ 
playing several thousand specimens, $191. 


DIRECTORY SWINDLERS CAUGHT. 

J. Ross Landers was sentenced on May 13 
by Judge Swann in General Sessions, New 
York City, to spend a year in the peniten¬ 
tiary and pay a fine of $500 for his part in a 
swindle which has cost banks and business 
concerns throughout the country about 
$1,000,000 in the last few years. Others than 
Landers are involved in the fraud, and the 
Pinkerton Detective Agency is now running 
down these other members of the gang. 
Their operations have extended from coast 
to coast, and from Canada to the Gulf. 

The swindle has to do with bogus business 
directories, but instead of going to the trou¬ 
ble and expense of printing a legitimate busi¬ 
ness directory of their own the swindlers 
merely had a legitimate business directory 
rebound, with the name of a bogus publisher, 
stamped on the binding. Amounts ranging 
from $25 to $33,000 have been obtained by 
the business directory swindlers from va¬ 
rious banks and business houses recently. 
But the majority of swindles have been for 
comparatively small sums, ranging from $25 
to $250. 


WHAT IS AN EDITION? 

What is an edition? A purchaser of the 
new book of Anatole France, “L’lle des 
Pingouins,” observes that the copy he bought, 
the first day after publication, was marked 
“eighteenth edition.” He concludes that 
amongst French publishers the word “edi¬ 
tion” may mean anything. “There is a sort 
of legend among the simple,” he declares,' 
“that it means five hundred copies. The bet¬ 
ter informed, however, are aware that it often 
means less. Thus, in the case of the later 
novels of Emile Zola, an edition meant two 
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hundred copies. This was chiefly to save the 
self-love of his publishers, who did not care 
to admit that the idol of a capricious populace 
had fallen off its pedestal. The vast fiction 
was created that Zola sold as well as ever!” 
It is worth while, says the New York Tribune, 
“to call atention once more to he fact that 
in England and America this matter has been 
treated for some years by many publishers 
with especial care and good faith. Now and 
then the reader may still be hoodwinked, but 
as a rule he is put in possession of the facts. 
Apart from works of fiction, the books that 
go into new editions are so marked that one 
may immediately know whether they are mere 
reprints or have been revised, augmented, 
newly annotated or otherwise made over. 
Even where the novel is concerned many pub¬ 
lishers have adopted the practice of describ¬ 
ing a new batch as a second or third “im¬ 
pression” or “printing.” Some publishers also 
prefix to the book, on occasion, a list, with 
dates, of the various reprints. Sooner or 
later the system will be universally applied, 
to the great satisfaction of the lay reader as 
well as of the bibliographer.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Thomas H. Cranston, of the firm of 
Cranston & Co., Norwich, Conn., booksellers 
and stationers, died on May 1. 

Le Roy W. Fairchild, widely known as a 
manufacturer of gold pens, died on May 8, at 
Atlantic City, N. J., in his eightieth year. 
Mr. Fairchild was the founder of the firm of 
Le Roy W. Fairchild & Co., and manufac¬ 
tured gold pens for fifty years. He retired 
from active business some years ago. 

George Meredith, the dean of English nov¬ 
elists, died on May 18 at his cottage at Box- 
hill, Surrey, Eng. Meredith was born in 
Hampshire, February 12, 1828. He was edu¬ 
cated partly in Germany and brought up to 
the law in England, which he quit for litera¬ 
ture. His first published volume, a collection 
of poems, was published in 1851. This was 
followed, in 1855, by “The Shaving of Shag- 
pat,” a burlesque prose poem; “Farina, a 
Legend of Cologne,” in 1857; “The Ordeal 
of Richard Feverel,” a philosophical novel, 
bearing upon the more serious questions of 
moral education, in 1859; “Evan Harrington,” 
a serial tale of modern life, first printed in 
Once a Week , and republished in book form 
in 1861; “Modern Love: Poems and Ballads,” 
in 1862; “Emilia in England,” afterward 
called “Sandra Belloni,” (1864;) “Rhoda 
Fleming,” one of the simplest and best told 
of his stories, (1865;) “Vittoria,” the sequel 
of “Emilia in England,” (1866;) “The Ad¬ 
ventures of Harry Richmond,” (1871;) “The 
Egoist,” of which the- central figure is Sir 
Willoughby Patterne, and in which there is 
a pitiless analysis of the selfishness innate in 
humanity, (1879;) “The Tragic Comedians,” 
the love story and life story of Ferdinand 
Lasalle, the German agitator, who lost his 
life in a duel, who figures in the book as 
Sigismund Alvan, and of Helene von Don- 
niges, (Chlotilde von Rudiger,) for whom

It also throws side¬ 
lights on the reign of the Grand Monarch 
which reveal not only the greatness of that 
potentate but his littleness also. A book to 
be ready early in June is Dr. Angelo S. Rap¬ 
poport’s “Royal Lovers and their Favorites,”" 
which contains accounts of “the romantic epi¬ 
sodes of a few sovereigns, and preferably 
those with whose history the reader might 
not be so familiar.” The portraits illustrate 
ing the work are reproductions from paint¬ 
ings. 
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Henry Holt & Company will bring out this 
month Eva Lathbury’s ‘'The Long Gallery” 
and Walter Prichard Eaton and Elise Morris 
Underhill’s “The Runaway Place.” The un¬

An¬ 
other book to be brought out this month by 
the Holts is “Homespun,” by Lottie Blair, 
author of “Way Down East,” etc., a humor¬ 
ous story of New England village life, show¬ 
ing the same sort of characters and plot de¬ 
velopment that gave the author’s plays such 
wide appeal. 

Cassell & Co. have just brought out “A 
Daughter of the Storm,” a tale of the sea by 
Captain Frank H. Shaw; “The Secret Paper,” 
by Walter Wood, a novel which is largely a 
result of the author’s travels along some of the 
unbeaten ways in the United States and Can¬ 
ada, and has for its setting America and Eng¬ 
land ; a new novel by Richard Marsh, entitled 
“The Interrupted Kiss,” a mystery story in 
which there is humor in plenty, dialogue of 
brilliant quality and a continuous succession of 
incident. They have also just ready a novel 
■entitled “The Lure of Eve,” by Edith Mary 
Moore, with a frontispiece in colors by J. E. 
Sutcliffe. To those who are interested in 
““some new thing” this book should appeal 
with special force. It is the writer’s first 
published novel, and may be said to possess 
power. The characters are drawn with a 
sureness of touch that proves the author to 
be a closely observant student of her fellow 
beings. 

Coincident with the retirement of Dr. 
Eliot from the presidency of Harvard Uni¬ 
versity, Houghton Mifflin Company, as al¬ 
ready briefly noted, are publishing a notable 
little book by Dr. Eugen Kuehnemann. Pro¬ 
fessor of Philosophy in the University of 
Breslau, on “Charles W. Eliot, President of 
Harvard University, May T9, 1869-May 19, 
1909.” Plis study of Dr. Eliot’s life work is 
marked by the thoroughness of plan and de¬ 
tail that characterize the work of German 
scholars. The first chapter describes in brief 
the college at the time of Dr. Eliot’s inaugu¬ 
ration, and then fellows an account of the 
expansion of the elective system in college 
development, and of the growth of the pro¬ 
fessional schools into branches of the first 
real university in America. Professor 
Kuehnemann then takes up Dr. Eliot’s educa¬ 
tional and social philosophy, his life, public 
activities and personality. Although much 
has been published during the last few months 
on Dr. Eliot and his work, it has been of a 
journalistic character, and no one has under¬ 
taken to put into book form a thoughtful, 
careful and dispassionate study of the influ¬ 


ence of Harvard’s great president on Amer¬ 
ican education. Professor Kuehnemann has 
been for two terms exchange professor at 
Harvard, as arranged for by Emperor Will¬ 
iam, and therefore his point of view is es¬ 
pecially interesting. 

The John McBride Co. have just ready 
“Love Letters, of Famous Poets and Novel¬ 
ists,” edited with biographical and descriptive 
notes by Lionel Strachey and Walter Little¬ 
field. This volume contains some 170 letters 
selected from the authentic correspondence 
of seventeen literary celebrities with their 
spouses, sweethearts or paramours. In order 
to enhance the reader’s interest, the editors 
have prefaced each set of letters with a page 
or two of explanatory information concern¬ 
ing the circumstances of the correspondence 
and the participants. Another distinctive 
feature is the considerable amount of special 
translation embodied, including that of some 
of Goethe’s dainty, daily little billets doux to 
Frau von Stein, wife to the Duke of Wei¬ 
mar’s Master of the Horse. Itself represent¬ 
ing so many phases and varieties of the “ten¬ 
der passion,” as expressed by noted person¬ 
ages, in the epistolary vein, this volume is to 
be succeeded, at intervals, by three more, 
(now in preparation,) viz.: “Love Letters of 
Famous Royalties and Commanders,” “Love 
Letters of Famous Statesmen and Fashion¬ 
ables,” and -^Love Letters of Various Celeb¬ 
rities,” the whole series, forming the first 
genuinely comprehensive collection of au¬ 
thentic love letters ever issued. It will 
embrace amatory correspondence ranging 
through nineteen centuries, from Cicero to 
Richard Wagner, and will contain material 
never before printed in English, thus afford¬ 
ing fresh and deliciously piquant glimpses 
into the private lives of certain well-known 
historical characters.
